ALAMEDA COUNTY T 
RATE TOPS LAST 


While Alameda County's’ basic tax 
rate this year is 13c less tham it 
was in 1940-41, it has risen 10c over 
the $1.10 basic rate of last year. The 
highest point in the county’s tax 
rate over this six-year period was 
reached in 1941-42, when the basic 
rate reached $1.35. In 1942-43 the 
rate went down to $1.29 and the 
following year it was reduced to 
$1.19, followed by the low point of 
$1.10 in 1944-45, the Alameda Coun- 
ty Taxpayers’ Association points 
out. 

Chief reason for this decline in the 
county’s basic tax rate was the re- 
duction in the county's share in old 
age security payments, when the 
State took over approximately half 
the county's share, starting in 1943. 
The Welfare and Security Fund of 
Alameda County was budgeted at 
29c in the tax rate in 1940-41. The 
following year it was reduced to 
24c; in 1942-43 it went to 20 1-2c, 
then in 1943-44 to 11 1-2c. In 1944- 
45 it was further reduced to $.069, 
rising slightly in this year’s budget 
to $.082.
